Exist- 
ing parties are dismissed as melan- 
choly failures. The fifteen or twenty 
million ‘voters composing them are 
either fools or knaves. Go to, quoth 
the Forty-Eighters, let us show them 
how to start a party that shall fit the 
needs of the nation as a glove fits the 
hand. But, alas, even among such 
celestial minds there are irascibilities. 
When the. time. comes to construct in- 
stead of merely railing, they discover 
that they do not see eye to eye; thai 
they not only disagree but distrust; 
that one begins to have horrid doubts 
of the other’s soundness {rij the true 
anarchic faith.. Hence the general air 
of sadness in the reports of the Third 
Party struggling to be born. It is far 
from, being & ‘cass. of the more ‘the 
merrier. * 

The differences are not all fiteieed. 
Outsiders who want something of the 
Third. Party..do: not ‘agree about the 
outlook for getting it. There are the 
Sons of Trish. Freedom, for example. 
They had been encouraged to expect 
great things from the new party. In 
fact, The Irish World had waxed quite 
dithyrambic about it: 

" ‘The Republican Party is the party of 
reaction. 
The Democratic Party is dead. * 
Room ‘for the coming of:the party of 
liberty ! 

But immediately came along The 
Gaelic American to remark, with a 
phlegm. not at.all Hibernian, that Irish 
hopes of a Third Party ‘* have noth- 
ing to stand on." It cruelly addéd that 
‘* it is foolish in the extreme to think 
“that between now and November a 
** party capable. of defeating «both 
‘* Democrats and Republicans could be 
** organized, financed and properly 
** equipped.” 

We are confident, however, that 
none of these things will move the 
Forty-Eighters.. They are not think- 
ing of success, as mortals count ‘suc- 
cess. They simply. have bitter pro- 
tests which they. somehow must man- 
age to utter; angry objections which 
they must express or die. What thay 
are really about is not founding a 
party but making a defiant gesture. 
If they can contrive to combin® with 
that a comprehensive curse on all ex- 
isting political conditions they ~ will 
leave Chicago feeling, for the first 
time in many months, satisfied. ‘That 
satisfaction would not long endure, |” 
but if it amuses ‘them while it lasts 
and does hot harm anybody else, as i‘ 
certainly will not, why begrudge them: 
the fleeting Pleasure?

THE WAR ON: THE SEA: 
‘The first installment of the official 
German history of the war at sea, 
which has just been published in 
Berlin,. discloses’ the fact that the 
Kaiser and his Admirals were mysti- 
fied by the disappearance, or invisl- 
bility, of the Grand. Fleet after war 
had begun. Aggressive action was 


expected and feared, but for a’ con-' 


siderable period the only ships report- 
ed in the North Sea were ‘light 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 
The curious result was that the Ger- 
man Admiralty had no policy; it was 
in a quandary, always suspecting a 
diversion or demonstration on a major 
scale and wondering when the blow 
would fall. It was decided to risk 
only the light cruisers and hold back 
the larger ships for the sea fight 
which must be imminent. We know 
that Great Britain adopted the same 
tactics, ‘but. from no nervousness 
about the issue of a general action. 
The initial volume of the German war 
history, written with a sailor’s frank- 
ness by Commander O. Groos, gives 
the impression that, despite the boast- 
ful tone of the Kaiser, German naval 
officers had a wholesome respect for 
the ships and personnel of the British 
Navy. It is now known that Scapa 
Flow was not well protected from sub- 


marine torpedo attack, and that ‘the

AN ENGLISH “ CHARACTER.” 
Lord Jouw Fisner, who has just 
died ‘in his eightieth year, was more 
than a sailor, more than a high naval 
authority. He was a striking per- 
sohality. There was a savor of orig- 
inality about him from his earliest 
days which he carried with him to 
the very end. He had an immense 
gusto in life. Some of the varying ex- 
periences which he had were not pleas- 
ing, but he went through them all 
with a kind of burly vivacity. In his 
individual flavor he somehow im- 
pressed observers as being always an 
overgrown boy, full of pranks, delight- 
ing in saying smart or savage things. 
He was, in short, a ‘‘ character.’’ 
Since the war his publications about 
the Admiralty went far beyond the 
bounds of discretion or discipline. 
Probably. they would not have been 
tolerated in another. But Lord FIsHER 
was a chartered: libertine. He could 
say or do what. he liked, and the au- 
thorities could only grin or rage. They 
could never think of trying to sup- 
press a man who had done what he. 
had, and who took advantage of his 
high reputation to denounce as imbe- 
ciles all and sundry who differed with 
him. Some of the outbreaks in his 
recent reminiscences are truly amaz- 
ing. The records which he gave from 
his old Giaries frequently reveal re- 
markable forecasts. He predicted that 
the war would come in 1914. And a 
letter which he wrote in 1911 advised 
all his friends to bet on Wooprow 
Wiison as the next President of the 
United States. Lord FisHer had prob- 
ably met Mr. WiLson at Bermuda, At 
all events, he had gained a high idea 
of the future President’s abilities, and 
described him as ‘‘a Bismarck and 
Moltke rolled into one.’ Pretty

This is eminently the case in 
Portugal. <A letter from our Naval 
Attaché at Lisbon tells me that the 
accounts of revolutions are much ‘ex-' 
aggerated and that a long strike has 
been at the bottom of all the recent 
disturbances. I wish to add here a 
quotation from a letter from the wife 
of a well-known American professor, 
who is returning from a trip to Por- 
tugal. She writes:

Swiss Debt and Railways. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The dispatch appearing in Taz New York 
Timgs of July 9 about Switzerland and so- 
Clalization does not. seem entirely exact to 
me. The Swiss loan of $25,000,000 raised 
in the United States is intended for the elec- 
trification of our national rallroads, i. e., 
to. make uS more independent of the coal 
furnishing countries; especially Germany. 
The financial situation, which, compared 
with other countries, is not so serious, must 
bo attributed to the war. The mobilization 
of our army cost Switzerland the biggest 
sums. _As to socialization and nationaliza- 
tion, I beg not to confound the expressions, 
because there is considerable difference in 
their meaning. It is true that our main 
railways, post, telegraph and telephone are 
nationalized, 1, ¢., owned by the Govern- 
ment.’ The indebtedness of the State rail- 
ways dates from the purchase by the Goy- 
ernment years ago. Since then installments 
ard interest have to be" paid until the con- 
tracted debt is extinguished. It is a fa 
that the State railways in Switzerland a 
better managed than the few private ones, 
and that the revenues are as big as theirs. 

The lack of foreign tourists, increased 
wages and cost of materials,- &c., during 
the war caused smaller profits to both State 
and private railways. It is not the system 
of State ownership but unfortunate circum- 
stances which -are responsible for. these 
small profits. Swiss hotels, for instance, 
are all privately owned enterprises, but for 


four years only a small number have been 
able to pay dividends or even the interest 
on their obligations, Comeneetes uestions 
like these must be carefully examined be- 
fore a final judgment can be rendered.

of 641,900 Former Soldiers. 


The Comniittee for Aid to Disabled 
Soldiers, of which Henry L. Stimson, 
former Secretary of War, -is chairman, 
will hold a conference Thurgday noon 
at the Lawyers’ Club to formulate a 
concrete plan of relief for the 641,900 
disabled ex-service men.

POLES LESS CRUEL TO JEWS 


British Official Mission Reports Re- 
suits of its Investigations. 


LONDON, July 10.-—The report of the 
mission headed by Sir Stuart Samuel, 


which was sent by the British Govern- 
ment Jast September to investigate con- 
ditions in Poland, has been published, 
together with a covering letter by Sir 
H. Rumbold. It deals largely with the 
treatment of Jews, which, the report 
says, is being ‘ gradually mitigated ’’ 
and ‘‘ will abate when peace has. been 
restored and the presence of foreigners 
in their country will shame the Poles 
into more civilized treatment of their 
near neighbors.’’ 

The report declares that massacres of 
Jews in Poland were not pogroms or 
‘State. superintended and _ authorized 
slaughterings, but manifestations of 
popular animus ‘on the part of ignorant 
men, misled in many instances by men 
of education. In many cases, the report 
says, the police participated in acts of 
aggression against Jews. 

Sir H. Rumbold's covering letter says 
that bad as the condition of Jews in 
Poland may have been or may still be, 
it is far better than that in surround- 
ing countries. 

‘Unless all information on the point 
is entirely inactcurate,’’ he said, ‘‘ the 
massacres of Jews by Ukrainfan peasant 
bands can finu in their extent and 
thoroughness no parallel except in the 
massacres of Armenians in Turkey.”’

I., July 11.—The 
largest sailing yacht in the United 
States, the 198-foot schooner Undaunt- 
ed, formerly the Karina, owned by 
Francis R. Mayer,.

narrowly escaped destruction on the: 
rocks off Orient Poinc, L. 1, this morn- 
ing with her owner, six guests and @ 
crew of thifty-four on-board. Lackily 
the big schooner, which was on a pleas- 
ure cruisé afound Long Island, ground- 
ed on a sand bar as her helmsman was 
guiding her through a- dense fog at 8 


She was pulled off the bar by. two 
tugs early this evening, her h ap- 
parently not -serlously damaged, and 
proceeded to Sea Gate, L. I. Wireless 
messages from the Undaunted wengifirst 
picked .up in New London, and the 
Scott Wrecking Company dispatched 
the tugs.
